for the company. The building +9 
expected to be completed within 
two months. In the meantime Mr. 
Weeks and his assistant, George 
Ramey; are carrying on company 
operations at the Pahokee State 
Farmers Market.

Florida's hunting season will 
open in all the districts of the 
state on November 22. Opening and 
closing dates: and shooting days of 
the week arc the same in all con- 
servation districts, this being Flor- 
ida’s first uniform statewide hunt- 
ing seaSon. t 

Hunting will be allowed on each 
of the first six days of the season; 
but will be banned ‘on Mondays, 
Tuesdays and Fridays after then. 

The season for shooting deer 
will close January 5, but turkey, 
quail and squirrel may be hunted 
until Feb. 1. The season on duck, 
goose and coot.runs from Nov. 29 
to Jan. 7, and on doves from* De- 
cembe r31 to January 15.

Specializing in ramie ahd nylon 
lines, Mr. James Simpson, owner 
and operator of Florida Line Co., 
located at 341 North Bay St., 
Eustis, made the first line ever 
manufactured in Florida from 
ramie. $ 

“I believe ramie has a great fu- 
ture in Florida and a definite place 
in the textile industry,” said Mr. 
Simpson. . 

Ramie dries in.a few minutes, is 
50 per cent strongef when wet, in- 
pects won't touch it and ramie 
material doesn’t rot, according to’ 
-Mr. Simpson. $ 

“Ramie is å second cousin to 
linen and might be manufactured 
even now cheaper than linen,” he 
said. “And certainly, as we learned 
the proper management for its 


- manufacture, it could be done very 


much cheaper. Ramie is far supere 
ior to cotton and stronger and 
better wearing than linen. It has a 
definite place in our textile in- 
dustry,” said Mr. Simpson. 
* History proves. that no new tex- 
tile has ever replaced an exisiting 
one. When synthetic yarns were 
first produced, it was predicted 
that it would hurt the sale of cot- 
ton yarns. Yet, today, we are grow- 
ing and using more cotton than 
ever before.

Twenty-five years ago he had 
Some ‘ramie cloth, manufactured in 
Germany, made into a shirt. You 
can hardly tell it’s been worn. 

Abgut-a year ago, Mr. Simpson 
took some Florida ramie to a 
Massachutts mill to be spun into 
material. From this bolt, suits were 
made and are now being worn by 
Mr. Simpson, Dr. Charles Short of 
Clermont, Captain Marshall Collins 
of Mount Dora and Nathan Mayo, 
Florida Commissioner ‘of Agricul- 
ture. About seven months of use 
has made’ them enthusiastic about 
the possibility of ramie as a Flur- 
ida industry. 

Mr. Simpson believes that’ ramie 
should be manufactured in Florida. 
With a crop maturing in six weeks 


, and three or four erops\a year a

Mr. Simpson has worked closely. 
with his friend, Dr. Charles R. 
Short of Ctermont, in the manu- 
facture of ramie. Dr. Short has 
spent many years and considerable 
money in tireless research to fur- 
ther develop Florida resources in 
the handling of ramie fibre, mak- 
ing a. way for the manufacturing 
industry to be developed here. Botn 
Dr. Short and Mr. Simpson are 
vitally interested in helping the 
economy of Florida and in provid- 
ing sufficient employment for our 


provision should be made to keep 
the younger generation working in 
Florida. ? 

The two men had a dispiay of 
ramie and ramie products at the 
1947 Lake County Fair and Sports- 
men’s Exposition held in Eustis. 
Mr. Simpson now has at his shop 
‘samples of ramie from England— 
a display of ramie in its various 
stages of manufacture—and an at- 
„tractive box of vari-colored ramie 
thread. 

“European countries are much 
farther advanced in the manu- 
facture of ramie than we are,” ac- 
cording to Mr. Simpson. He be- 
lieves that its possibilities are un- 
limited and that it is Florida's 
great industrial opportunity. 

The textile business has always 
been the business of James Simp- 
son. He began working in a textile 
mill while still a small boy and he 
worked his way up from the very 
bottom: Mr. Simpson knows every 
angle of this business. “I’ve spun 
every fibre that’s grown;” he said. 

He owned a mill in Pawtucket, 
R. I. at one time and was later con- 
nected with the Ames Worsted 


Bigelow Carpet Company. 

In his new shop in Eustis, James 
Simpson makes nylon and ramie 
fishing lines from three machines 
going full speed every hour of the 
working day. Two of these ma- 
chines are 16 carrier and one is a 
12 carrier machine. Two make ny- 
lon lines and one makes ramie line 
for heavy surf casting. 

These 12 or 16 carriers -or 
spools of black thread turn with 
amazing speed in an old fashioned 
dance, May Pole fashion, combin- 
ing with white’ thread from — the 
bottom of the machine to twist 
into one line to “pull in those big 
ones.” 

‘After coming off the “assembly 
line,” the fishing lines are then 
wound on attractive -plastic spools 
by a machine which Mr. Simpson 
designed: and built. 

Mr. Simpson is a native of Eng“ 
land. He came to the United States 
with his parents when he was 
seven years old. When we asked 
him why his people came here, he 
said, “They were seeking a better 
place to live.” And they must have 
liked what they saw because they 
never did even make a trip back 
to Englind after coming to the 
States. = 

Mr. Simpson is married and has 
two sons’ and one daughter and 
three. grandchildren. 

In 1940 Mr. and Mrs. Simpson 
decided to visit Florida—the land 
of proverbial sunshine and flowers.- 
In 1944, Mr. Simpson retired from 
business and he and his wife be- 
came permanent residents .of 
Eustis. 

Inactivity soon lost its glamour 
for this active man who started 
making fishing lines as a hobby 
and as the answer of something to 
keep his mind occupied ‘after 60 
years of work.'At first, he sold hi 
products to friends and _ their 
friends but the demand became so 
great that he now has opened with- 
in the past month his own manu- 
facturing shop to supply the ‘de- 
mand which he created. a 

He believes his nylon fishing 
lines are superior to many on the 
market because of the high ten- 
acity and better grade of the Du- 
pont nylon thread which he uses. 
Mr, Simpson buys his ramie thread 
from a New York firm which, in- 
cidentally, buys the ramie from 
Florida!, 5 

Tt was here that Mr. Simpson 
took another opportunity to em- 
phasize that Floridians should uti- 
lize materials found in Florida— 
referring to. ramie and its poten- 
tialities.
